MANY SEEK ADMISSION. 
The Patterson trial is not the 


only case being heard on the third

floors. Time after time the corri- 
dors were cleared 
and 
crowds 


streamed out to the streets, only 
to return to make other attempts 
to gain admittance into the court 
room.

CHARGES THE JURY. 


In beginning his charge to the 


jury Recorder Goff said: 


"This case has nothing extra- 


ordinary in it. So far as the tes.- 
timony goes, two persons 
most 


spoken of during the entire "pro- 
ceedings, the deceased, a, man by 
the name of Young, a race track 
man, 
had this defendant to live 


with him as his mistress. 
The 


man's death, because of the per- 
sonality of this man Young, had 
nothing, in-it to excite your pas- 
sions or your prejudices. He was 
a mere gambler, a race track man. 
Therefore, you should be able to 
consider the facts calmly without 
prejudice or pasjion. 


ACT CALMLY. 


"There is no artificial 
atmos- 


phere for you to be excited or dis- 
tracted by- You-must decide the 
circumstances 
without • 
any 


thought of the atmosphere, calm- 
ly and with a quiet mind." 


Continuing. Recorder Goff said: 
"Of course, gentlemen, 
you 


must not think that, because of 
the humble position of this wo- 
man, you should not give her the 
same-consideratioii as if she oc- 
cupied a more exalted position in 
society. 
Whatever her position, 


she is entitled to the same legal 


rights as the most prominent and 
most conspicuous. 
If there is a 


reasonable doubt in this case-on 
the evidence, this doubt-must be 
thrown into the balance for the 
defendant. A danger lies in the 
remarks of counsel which might 
take your mind off the direct is- 
sues. You must avoid this dan- 
ger." 


DEGREES OF MURDER. 
The Recorder described the two 


degrees 
of 
murder and man- 


slaughter in the first and second 
degrees, which he said he appre- 
hended .by the request to charge 
was thought by counsel to be ap- 
plicable in the case, and proceed- 
ed: 


"I understand that there is no 


claim on the part of the defense 
that if the defendant 
committed 


this homicide _it was either justi- 
fiable or excusable. I also under- 
stand that the defense claims that 
the. crime was murder in the first 
degree or nothing. But you are 
not'bound to" accept the arguments 
of counsel as to the nature of this 
crime. You are the judges of the 
fact, if there was murder, and.in 
what degree. The crucial ques- 
tion is, 'did the man kill himself 
or did this defendant fire the fatal 
shot?' 


NO DEFENSE. 


"If the accused fails to 
take 


advantage of 
her 
privilege 
to 


make a defense, under advice of 
her counsel, her failure to do so 
must in no way be held against 
her." 


The 
Recorder 
directed 
that 


questions and .answers of witness.- 
es which were stricken out upon 
objection 
by counsel must be 


disregarded. 


"The prosecution claims that sh« 


shot the man because he had cast her 
oft as his mistress. But it is not. nec- 
esary to prove the motive to convict 
of murder. Ir It !s shown that a mo- 
tive existed then it tends to support 
the .circumstances. But to do this .the 
motive must be proved, not imagined.'1 


Before riving the case to the Jury, 


Recorder Goff ruled .on the request to

' Superintendent Mancell announces that 
the experimental work has more than 
exceeded his expectations. 
In order' to 


make use of the tules, or rushes, it was 
necessary for .them to attain the height 
of at least twenty-six inches. 


Results show that more than three- 


quarters of those cultivated at Elmhurst 
attain a height "of thirty inches, and not 
a few of them grow much taller. 


Matting into which these tules can be 


incorporated is -one of the industries of 
Japan, which exports a large amount of 
the same to this country. 
In Japan it 


is said that tules now cost $22 a ton, 
and to this price must be added the duty 
of this country, which must also be paid 
before the matting can enter the Ameri- 
can home. 


There are also several factories of this 


kind ir. the East, notably in Maine. The 
proprietors of two of those Institutions 
have expressed a 
willingness to locate 


their plants here when it can be dem- 
onstrated that rushes can be raised here 
In quantities sufficient to keep the looms 
of the factories in activity throughout 
the year.

In Oakland it appears, that so 
many children approaching the age limit 
of fourteen iearfa are being t,ent back to 
the schools that there is not room for 
them 
They appear to be children who, 
stauins in school at five yearb of age, 
ha\t Denied of books altei years of 
studj and have sought activity In work 
and making themselves useful In var- 
ious WHJ.S 
Ihe law 
however 
forbids 
them to make themselves useful 
and 
they must go back to school or fall intb 
the hands of the truant officer and the 
Juvenile Court 
In this situation thev flnd the school 
room insufficient to accommodate them, 
and are in somewhat of a quandary what 
to do 
One thing is sure 
Idleness is 
moral poison to a bo> between twelve 
and 
fourteen vears of age 
If idle 
habits be afiquhed then, their eradication 
is difficult 
and the victim is 1'kely to 
go from worse to v\oist 
The school 
accommodations in all large American 
cities are inadequate for the accommnda 
tton of all the pupils who are entitled to 
instruction 
The people may as well face 
the fact and prepare to make the schools 
ample for all who should be In them 
With our child labor law in operation, 
nnd bojs compelled to quiUwork while 
there is no room for them at school It 
means that the> must be put under some 
sort of police espionage which Is Itseif 
bid

Mrs King, 1079 Thirty-second street 
yesterday afternoon and mounted the 
steps to ring the bell, when she was 
seen to totter and fall 
She was im- 


mediately carried into the house and 
the patrol wagon was summoned be- 
ing remuved to the Receiving Hospi- 
tal 
An autopsy will be held to de- 


termine the cause of death 


Mrs BHioltt was born on an estate 


near Mount Vernon, Va in 1797, ac- 
cording to her own statement and she 
used to relate stories of George Wash- 
ington told hen by her mother She came 
to California many years ago and 
claimed to know many of the notables 
of the early days 
For a number of 
years she has lived In a barn at the 
corner of Twenty-second and Linden 
streets, from which she refused to b>- 
remo-ved, although several attempts 
have been made to convey her to the 
County Infirmary, or to iave her tro 
to friends who were willing to care for 
her

A PEM STUDY ®F JAMES EDWARD BRITT. 


In the New York ^Telegram of re- 


cent date, "Bat" Masterson, 'the East- 
ern sporting authority, has this to say 
about the coming meeting of Jimmy 
Britt and Jabez White; 


BY "BAT' MASTERSON. 


Charles Mitchell has written to a 


personal friend of his here In New 
York, advising., him to either bet .on 
Jabez White against Brltt or not bet at 
all on the battle. 


According to Mitchell's 
statement. 


White will be in the best possible con- 
dition when he meets the Native Son, 
and therefore has as good as an even 
chance to win. There is no question 
that Britt will be an odd-on favorite 
when he enters the ring In his home 
town, but that doesn't signify that 
these odds will prevail In outside cit- 
ies. 
In New York it is just possible 


that the Californian will be the favor- 
ite, but the margin will be so small 
that it will be almost like even money 
and take your pick. 
In talking with Danny Lynch at the 


Aqueduct recently I must admit that 
my opinion of Brltt, as previously ex- 
pressed 
in these columns, recehjed 


quite a jar. 
• 
In making due allowances for Lynch 


being a Native Son or thereabouts, I 
nevertheless recognize the fact .that he 
has little sentiment when it gets down 
to a betting proposition. Lynch would 
not hesitate one moment to bet his 
money on White if he believed 
he 


could beat Britt, and for that reason, 
If no other, his judgment is deserving 
of a lot of consideration. 


But there are other reasons, and very 


potent ones, why he should receive a. 
respectful hearing. Especially is this 
the case with those who.bet money on 
the outcome of a prize fight. Danny 
Lynch has been throughly identified 
with 
the boxing business for 'many 
years to .California,, and knows all its 
scientific features. 


It was he who first discovered Tom 


Sharkey, and managed him in all his 
winning contests before .the sailor ever 
came East. It was Lynch who .brought 
the sailor uito prominence by match- 
ing him against Jim Corbett, when the 
latter was the-heavyweight champion 
of the world. ' The contest was only 
for four rounds, but it came near .be- 
ing the undoing of the champion. 


Lynch manipulated the Fitzsimrnons 


-Sharkey fight, which terminated so 
disastrotisly . for Lanky Bob. . He has 
handled every ring contest with which 
he has been identified with sagacity 
and good judgment, • showing that he 
is by no means a novice at the game. 
In his opinion Britt is a marvel as 


a scientific boxer and a ring general, 
and he can see no reason whv he 
should not beat White with compara- 
tive ease. 
While admitting that Lynch's opin- 


ion should be taken as that of an ex- 
pert in such matters, I .still contend 
that the California lightweight 
has 


never shown anything to justify the 
opinion that he is a world beater. In 
his contest with Young Corbett he was 
helped to his corner in the nineteenth 
round almost at the point of collapse, 
.and .again in the last round of their 
twenty-round contest he -wabbled to 
his corner in a groggy condition, while 
Young -Corbett appeared able to fight 
on indefinitely. 
Britt 
repeatedly smashed Corbett 


with both .hands in the face, during 


the progress of the fight, and yet at 
its conclusion Corbett bore scarcely a 
mark of the encounter, showing in my 
judgment a lack of hitting power,, 
When Britt fough Battling Nelson it 
was -the same thing over, again. The 
Dane-bore scarcely a mark of the bat- 
tle when it was over, an£ at least on 
two occasions^' after the' tenth round 
had been fought Britt..was clinching 
and holding on for dear life to save 
himself from defeat, .when .the referee 
would find it convenient to step be- 
tween the men and shove Nelson back, 
thereby enabling Britt to recover and 
get his wind. 
Both these contests he won on points, 


and, 
as every one familiar'with the 


facts knows, the decisions caused a. 
great deal of dissatisfaction. 
Every one of .our American boxers 


who has seen White perform in his 
own.country declares that h'e is a mar- 
velously clever boxer and a good ring 
general.- That he is cool, and cautious 
at all times and carries a fairly good 
punch in either hand. 
If Tie. is a marvelously clever boxer, 
as he is reputed to be, it Is something 
that cannot be said of either Young 
Corbett or Battling Nelson. They are 
clever in the general acceptation of 
the term, but not exceptionally so. 
They are strong,, rugged fighters, with 
good punching abilities and a fair de- 
gree of science, but that is all. Now, 
i; Britt can just win a decision from 
those men on points, it doesn't appear 
as if he had any cinch on outpointing 
Jabez White, who is regarded as be- 
ing" extremely scientific. 


Tnkir>~ all these things into consid- 
eration, I cannot help believing that 
White has as good as an even thing 
with Britt, Danny Lynch, to the con- 
trary, notwithstanding.

York, inventor o£ a horse-shoe machine 
and other devices from which he amas- 
sed a fortune, are reported to have set- 
tled their differences by compromise. 
The plant at Troy alono is valued at 
510.000,000 
and probably more than 


$100,000 
in counsel fees and court 


costs has been expended in the fight 
among the heirs.

the compromise was 


brought about through the efforts of 
Robert .[,. Cutting, cotm.scl in this city 
foi: I. Tov.'nsoncl Burden, and of Wil- 
liam 3. Roche at Albany, representing 
James A. Burden, by the payment ot 
certain sums but the terms havo' not 
been mnrle public. 
The chargn that 
led to the litigation which began in 
1SS4, 
was that the directors voted to 
pay James A. Burden $30,000 a year 
as royalties on certain inventions. I.- 
TOwnsend 
Burden alleged that the 


royalties were far greater than the in- 
ventions were worth, and that it was a 


fradulent scheme to deprive him of, his 
full share of the profits. Henry BurV 
den died in 1871. In 1SS1 his concern\ 
became a joint stock company, having 
two thousand shar.es of stock, of which 
J. A. Burden held one thousand shares, 
I. Townsend Burden 938 shares, and 
John P. Arts, who .was later selected 
as umpire, two shares. It was alleged 
by one of the litigants that Arts al- 
ways favored the other. Thus the bit-, 
ter'litigation and family quarrel began 
which has just been terminated. 
Henry Burden, father of the litigants, 


was the inventor of the hook-heaclerl 
spike used on all railroads, but his 
greatest achievement was the machine 
which makes horseshoes. It was first 
set up in 1S-34 and perfected In 1851.
